CLEVELAND A woman who had suffered severe 
facial trauma got essentially a whole new face 
in a first-of-its-kind operation at the Cleveland 
Clinic, hospital officials said Wednesday 
Only the woman’s upper eyelids, forehead, 
lower lip and chin were left— the other 8o per- 
cent of her face was replaced with one donated 
from a female cadaver during the 22-hour sur- 
gery about two weeks ago. 

It was the nation’s first face transplant and 
the fourth worldwide, though the others were 
not as extensive as this one. 

The patient’s name and age were not 
released, nor details on how she was injured. 
Her injuries were so horrific that she lacked a 


nose and palate, and could not eat or breathe 
on her own without a special opening into her 
windpipe. 

After the transplant, “I must teU you how 
happy she was when with both her hands she 
could go over her face and feel that she has a 
nose, feel that she has a jaw,” said the lead sur- 
geon, Dr, Maria Siemionow 
The woman is doing well and showing no 
signs of rejecting the new face, doctors said. 
So many disfigured patients are stuck “in 
their houses who are hiding from society,” 
Siemionow said at a news conference, 

“Our patient was called names and was 
humiliated,” she said, “You need a face to face 
the world,” 


The face was donated by a family that was 
asked specifically to approve the gift— not 
simply done under general organ donation 
consent rules, said officials of Life Banc, the 
Northeast Ohio organ procurement group 
that arranged the transplant. 

The hospital posted a statement from the 
woman’s sibling on its Web site, 

“We never thought for a moment that our 
sister would ever have a chance at a normal 
life again, after the trauma she endured,” it 
says, “But thanks to the wonderful person 
that donated her organs to help another living 
human being, she has another chance to live a 
normal life, 

“Our family cannot thank you enough,”

Satirical takes on world events play an 
increasingly bigger role in today’s world

Laura Blankemeyer and Cate Diven don't pre- 
sume they can outwit the venerable Onion, 
the grandmaster of news satire. 

But the friends, both 26 and living in 
Lakeview, feel Chicago generates enough 
ridiculousness to warrant a satire hub all 
its own. Hoping to one day become the go- 
to spot to lau^ at life in the Windy City, 
Blankemeyer and Diven on Oct, 24 launched 
the Brown Spot (brownspotonllne.com), a fake 
news Web site that bears as its motto, “Get a 
load of this crap,” 

“Everyone has a common belief that the 
world is silly America's silly, so now we're just 
trying to focus on how Chicago is silly” Diven 
said. 

As The Onion celebrated its 20th birthday 
this year, Americans are embracing the spirit 
of its motto, “Tu Stultus Es”— Latin for “%u 
Are Dumb”— and reveling in what Onion 
CEO Steve Hannah calls “the golden age of 
satire,” 

Online and on TV, fake and satirical news 
has become comic gold, and it's infiltrating 
traditional news programming. The sketch- 
comedy show “Chocolate News” this fall 
joined the hugely successful “Daily Show” and 
“Colbert Report” on Comedy Central's fake 
news lineup. Straight-laced CNN in October 
debuted “D,L, Hughley Breaks the News,” 
with comedian Hughley hosting a news com- 
mentary show. Even Eox News tried to get 
in on the action last year with its “'A-Hour 
News Hour,” though the show was canceled 
in September 2007 after seven months on the 
air. 

Making fun of the news is nothing new— see 
Leno, Letterman and decades of “Weekend 
Update”— but Americans' hunger for news 
satire has become ravenous in recent years, 
especially when it comes to politics, “Saturday 
Night Live's” Sarah Palin spoofs (and Palin 
herself) gave the show its highest ratings in 14 
years. Comedy Central's Election Night cov- 
erage drew 3,1 million viewers, up 45 percent 


from 2004 (other cable news shows also saw 
big gains). The Onion Web site (theonlon.com) 
had 7,8 million unique visitors in November, 
up from over 6 million in October, thanks in 
large part to its election coverage, 

“There's so much going on in the world 
that's so upsetting, so absurd, I think that 
people are looking for relief,” Hannah said 
from his office in Chicago, home to The 
Onion's corporate headquarters. 

The abundance of absurdity has inspired 


many amateurs to try their hand at satire. 
Check out humorfeedcom for a sampling of 
what's out there. 

The Giant Napkin (thegiantnapkin.com), 

run by John Curtis, 26, an unemployed sales 
rep who lives in Wcker Park, treats visitors to 
fake news stories and headlines such as “San 
Erancisco protest interrupted by Olympic 
Torch” and “New Study on Self-Doubt 
Undermines Own Eindings,” 

Curtis, who launched the site in January 


2007 and creates all the content himself, said 
the site serves as a creative outlet when he 
gets “a little upset with the world,” In a sur- 
prising turn of events that is any wannabe 
satirist's fantasy, his material once caught the 
eye of The Onion staff, who asked Curtis to 
apply for an assistant editor position. 

After a tryout process that included arrang- 
ing headlines into an Onion issue, editing an 
unpublished article and submitting 15 origi- 
nal headlines, Curtis didn't get the gig. But

The Onion complimented some of his sugges- 
tions (a favorite: “Lotte ry^)(^nner Accidentally 
Chooses $25 a Tear For 2 Million ^ars”), and 
the recognition was rejuvenating, he said. 
Hunched over a laptop at Lake view bar 
Paddy Long's on a recent Monday night, 
Blankemeyer and Diven channeled their 
inner Onion in search of material worthy of 
the Brown Spot, which so far has carried such 
Chicago-centric headlines as “Drunk Lincoln 
Park Girl Posts New Drunken Lean-Hug on 
Facebook,” “CTA Riders Propose Happy 


Hour Trains” and “Blagojevich's Plot to Sell 
More Bleeping Bleep,” The site also features 
many non-Chicago topics, and it relishes the 
raunchy 

Blankemeyer, who writes a regular column 
called “LFThese Vaginal Walls CouldTalk” from 
the perspective of “the standard girl in college 
who thinks she's Carrie Bradshaw,” said she was 
considering a piece titled ‘All these pregnancy 
tests are getting really expensive,” 

“Yes, tie it to the recession,” Diven sug- 
gested. 

Another idea, pegged to Chicago's Olympic 
bid and the proposal to add another star to 
the Chicago flag, was to write a column from 
the perspective of “a really old guy from 
Schaumburg” who bemoaned that Schaumburg 
never got the World's Fair, 

“We could have a Schaumburg flag that has 
an Ikea on it,” Blankemeyer said, 

‘And a Medieval Times!” Diven said, 
Blankemeyer, formerly an advertising copy- 
writer who now waits tables at Paddy Long's, 
and Diven, who works in marketing, have 
enlisted about 15 contributing writers for the 
Brown Spot, many of them friends they met 
at a Second City sketch comedy writing class, 
some of them recruited through Craigslist, 
none of them paid, 

“The dream,” Diven said, is that “one day we 
could all quit our jobs and just do this,” 
Whether the reign of fake and satirical news 
will continue has been the subject of some 
hand-wringing in the dawn of the Obama age, 
“I think it will be more difficult with {Barack] 
Obama because he's more thoughtful, he's less 
easy to make fun of,” said Fax Bahr, one of the 
executive producers for “Chocolate News,” 
who credits the Bush administration's failures 
for “creating a fantastic appetite for satire,” 
“Chocolate News,” which stars comedian 
David Alan Grier as the self-righteous host 
of a self-consciously black news program, is 
in a “unique position to make fun of Obama 
in ways that would be more difficult for white 
comedians,” said Bahr, who in the '90s was an 
executive producer on “Mad TV” and a writer 
on “In Living Color,” 

But Grier said race-based humor about 
Obama eventually will grow stale, and come- 
dians will have to seize on Obama's personality 
quirks— which remain to be seen, 

“He is air-tight; so far he has not faltered 
one bit,” Grier said, “I really think we have to 
wait,” 

Comedian Lewis Black, host of Comedy 
Central's “The Root of All Evd” and a regular 
contributor to “The Daily Show,” said he gets 
asked every day if he's going to retire when 
Bush is out and Obama's in. But he said he's 
confident the Obama era will provide plenty 
of mock-able material, 

“Stupidity is a natural resource in this coun- 
try,” Black said, “It's like Whack-A-Mole: If it's 
not in one place, it's somewhere else,”

Founded by two students at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison, The Onion— so named because the founders were 
so poor they were living off white bread and onions— had 
humble, if alliterative beginnings. The first Onion issue on 
Aug, 29, 1988 carried the front-page headline, “Mendota 
Monster Mauls Madison,” about a fictional. Loch Ness- type 
monster in Madison's Lake Mendota, 

Today, The Onion circulates 550,000 newspapers in 10 cities (75,000 in Chicago), 
its Web site gets an average of more than 5 million unique visitors a month, and The 
Onion News Network, a fake news broadcast launched last year to mock CNN and 
other outlets, has about 2 million viewers a week. Onion CEO Steve Hannah said. 
The Onion's staff has grown from 75 employees in 2004 to 185 employees today, 
and, while many of its media cousins are in the midst of painful layoffs. The Onion 
is hiring, Hannah said. The company also is exploring expanding the paper into new 
college towns, such as Ann Arbor, Mich,, Bloomington, Ind,, and across the border 
to Toronto, 

Key to The Onion's success, Hannah said, is that “at the root of every joke that 
The Onion makes lies the truth,” Though Chicago is home to The Onion's corpo- 
rate headquarters and the A, V, Club, the non-satirical part of the paper dedicated to 
music and entertainment coverage, the folks responsible for the hilarious headlines 
are based in New Y>rk, 

New York-based Onion editor Joe Randazzo answered some of RedEye's questions 
about the paper's inner workings in an e-mail. Excerpts from the interview follow, 

ALEXIA ELEJALDE-RUIZ 


RedEye: A lot of people would die to work for The Onion. What do you tell them? What 
kind of experience (in iife or work) do you iook for? 

Randazzo: i think I’m the only person on staff with an actual background in journalism, i 
got my B.S. in broadcast journalism at Emerson Coilege, and worked for NPR for a coupie 
years before working at The Onion. But i got the job through people I met while doing 
Improv here in New York, and at the time I was working at a fruit basket company. So I 
don’t think my professional path is necessariiy one I would recommend to people. 

Like so many things, it’s about the friendships you make and the peopie you meet, and 
by just doing what you reaily want to do. You have to work and put yourself out there, but 
at a certain point, I think, the randomness of our chaotic existence just decides whether 
you’ii wind up where you want or just die a lonely old man who likes to make sculptures 
of American presidents out of seashells and pipe cleaners. 

RedEye: Have you ever regretted a headline or story? Or have you had to issue an 
apology? 

Randazzo: I have no regrets and I make no apologies. Long iive The Onion! 

RedEye: I know there are a million to choose from, but do you have a favorite headline? 
Randazzo: My iord, i realiy don’t know, i always get asked this and all I can ever think of 
is the last one I really laughed at, so I’ll just say that: “Blue Angels Hold First-Ever Open 
Tryouts: 87 Dead, 243 Injured In Day 1 Of Weeklong Event.

Northwestern University’s Kellogg School 
of Management this week erroneously sent 
notices of acceptance to 50 applicants it had 
decided to reject. 

The applicants are not happy 

One of them, a 28 -year-old Chicagoan, 
excitedly phoned his parents and enjoyed a 
celebratory dinner Monday after being noti- 
fied by e-mail that he had been accepted. But 
the next morning, 
when the Lincoln 
Park research ana- 
lyst logged onto the 
college’s Web site 
to learn more about 
enrolling, he found 
out he actually had 
been re 

“It was pretty 
embarrassing, to be 
honest,” said the 
young man, who 
asked that he not be identified because 
he has applied to other schools and not 
informed his employer. “It’s like you won the 
lottery and had the rug pulled out from under 
you.” 

Northwestern officials described the error 
as a “technological glitch” isolated to the 
Kellogg school. 

“It is a very unfortunate error,” spokes- 
woman Megan Washburn said. “We are work- 
ing to reach out to each {affected} candidate. 
...It was 50 candidates, which is less than 
I percent of all applications that we will 
receive this season.” 

The school will reimburse each of the 
wrongly informed candidates their $235 appli- 
cation fee, she said. 

“Certainly we’re very very sorry” Washburn 
said. “It’s an isolated incident and something 
we definitely have corrected and will work to 
ensure it never happens again.” 

She said the school’s automated mail-merge 
process mistakenly attached acceptance let- 
ters to candidates who had been declined. 
The Kellogg Web site has the correct infor- 
mation when applicants log on to check their 
status, Washburn said.

Peterson’s publicist issued a statement confirming that the 54- 
year-old former Bolingbrook police sergeant is now engaged to a 
23 -year-old woman.

Peterson declined to reveal who his latest ladylove is, protesting 
that their privacy would be jeopardized.The engagement was first 
reported in a news release Wednesday by Derek Armstrong, the 
author of a book about Peterson. 

Pam Bosco, a spokeswoman for Stacy Peterson’s family, could 
barely contain her disgust. 

“We’re just playing into his publicity stunt,” she said. “We don’t 
even know if it’s true. 

“We know nothing about this woman, we don’t know if she exists, 
we don’t know the truth behind it.” 

Peterson insisted he was tired of media attention, and swore that 
reporters would not be receiving invites to a wedding. 

“So they can ruin that too?” he scoffed. “Oh, boy This is nothing 
that I want. It’s like my whole world is really being invaded.” 

But after considering the thought for a bit, he realized that having 
the media at his potential fifth wedding could offer a few perks. 

“I could probably get free photographers and two dozen video- 
graphers,” he said with a laugh.

Nov. 20: A Will County judge dismisses felony gun charges 
against Drew Peterson. The charges stemmed from the seizure 
of the weapons during a search of Peterson’s home after Stacy 
Peterson went missing. 

Nov. 19: By a 109-0 vote, the Illinois House passes a measure 
dubbed “the Drew Peterson law” that would allow a judge to 
admit hearsay evidence for first-degree murder cases if the 
prosecution could prove that the defendant killed a witness to 
prevent testimony. 

Nov. 17: Peterson’s defense attorney, Joel Brodsky, confirms 
that Peterson has met with a Chicago divorce lawyer. 

Oct. 28: Peterson appears on the “Today” show on the one-year 
anniversary of Stacy’s disappearance. 

Aug. 20: Brodsky says one of Stacy’s fellow students at Joliet 
Junior College told authorities Stacy talked about leaving 
Peterson one day before she disappeared. 

July 25: Len Wawczak, a Bolingbrook man who reportedly 
worked with police to secretly record Peterson, is charged 
with misdemeanor battery after he pushed Peterson outside 
a barbershop. Wawczak claimed Peterson was intimidating 
his son. Peterson maintained that Wawczak and his wife were 
trying to profit on their relationship with him. Wawczak later 
pleaded guilty.

Not another storm! 

Commuters, buck up. Ice and snow is on the menu for the 
Thursday afternoon and Friday morning rush hours. 

Up to 9 inches could fall, with the most expected as you get 
closer to the Wisconsin line, the National Weather Service 
said. 

Tuesday’s heavy snow, cold pavement and rush-hour traffic 
helped ensure that even snowplows were stuck idling in lanes 
of frustration. 

“My last flight to Europe was quicker than my drive home,” 
said Abigail Brinkman of Hyde Park, who drove six and a half 
hours to cover less than 35 miles. 

Plenty of side streets and alleys weren’t cleared as quickly as 
they were in years past, given budget woes, but state transpor- 
tation officials said they did everything they could to clear the 
highways. 

Chicago’s Department of Streets and Sanitation has looked 
at ways of minimizing costs, said department spokesman Matt 
Smith. “We’re a lot more mindful of what we do now, we put a lot 
more thought into operation in terms of not needlessly expend- 
ing resources,” he said. 


Researcher dies in accident 

A Japanese researcher working at the University of Illinois at 
Chicago’s department of cardiology was killed this week after 
being hit by a truck near the school. 

Dr. Yuichi Ohki, who would have turned 37 on Wednesday, 
left his wife and baby in Japan when he arrived here four months 
ago. 

His lab colleagues think the accident may have occurred 
because of Ohki’s lack of familiarity with Chicago streets. 

Ohki was trying to cross Ashland Avenue at 8:45 p.m. Monday, 
just three blocks from the lab where he worked, when he walked 
into the back of a trailer, said Chicago Police Officer Daniel 
O’Brien. He was struck by the trailer’s rear wheels, O’Brien 
said. 

An autopsy Tuesday determined he died of multiple injuries 
from the accident. Police said no citations were issued against 
the driver of the semi. 

Associate professor Masuko Fukai, who shared a lab with 
Ohki, said police told her that a video shows Ohki looking right 
but not left before crossing the street. Police also said that Ohki 
may have slipped on the ice in the crosswalk. 



State Supreme Court 
rejects challenge to oust 
Blagojevich from office 

Gov Blagojevich withstood a fellow 
Democrat’s first attempt to have him quickly 
ousted from office when the state Supreme 
Court refused Wednesday to hear a challenge 
to his fitness to serve. The court rejected, 
without comment, Illinois Attorney General 
Lisa Madigan’s argument that the corruption 
scandal swirling around Blagojevich prevents 
him from properly doing his job. 

“I am disappointed in the Illinois Supreme 
Court’s decision,” Madigan said after 
Wednesday’s ruling. 

Blagojevich was arrested last week on 
federal corruption charges, including allega- 
tions he tried to personally benefit from his 
sole authority to appoint President-elect 
Obama’s replacement in the US. Senate. 

Blagojevich’s attorney, Ed Genson, filed 
a motion with the House committee ask- 
ing that the state appoint and pay for 
Blagojevich’s legal defense in the impeach- 
ment process. 

Genson said Madigan cannot represent 
Blagojevich as the state’s attorney general 
because she has a conflict of interest— she 
has called on him to resign, encouraged law- 
makers to move to impeach him and tried to 
get the state Supreme Court to declare him 
unfit to serve. 

Genson also said Blagojevich will not 
appoint someone to replace Obama. 

Meanwhile, outside the governor’s North 
Side home, Blagojevich promised a very pub- 
lic re-emergence soon. 

“I can’t wait to begin to tell my side of 
the story and to address you guys and most 
importantly the people of Illinois, that’s who 
I’m dying to talk to,” Blagojevich said before 
heading out for a morning jog. “There’s a time 
and place for everything. That day will soon 
be here.” 


Council OKs deal 
for Olympic site 

The Chicago City Council voted 48-0 on 
Wednesday to approve a deal for the city to 
buy the 37-acre Michael Reese Hospital site for 
$86 million as part of the city’s bid for the 2016 
Olympics. The Daley administration hopes to 
use the site as the Olympic Village and then 
transform it into a mixed-use development 
with affordable housing. Chicago is one of four 
finalists for the 2016 Olympics, with a decision 
expected in October. 


Archdiocese 
to pay $1.2 million 

A teenage boy and his mother will receive 
$1.2 million from the Catholic Archdiocese of 
Chicago for sexual abuse the boy suffered at 
the hands of Daniel McCormack, a lawyer for 
the victims said Wednesday. The agreement is 
the most recent settlement reached between 
the archdiocese and a victim of McCormack, 
the former pastor of St. Agatha Catholic Church, 
who pleaded guilty last year to fondling five 
boys ages 8 to 12 at St. Agatha. 


Man shot, killed 
on Hyde Park street 

A man was killed late Tuesday in what might be 
a gang-related shooting on a Hyde Park street, 
police said Wednesday. Officers found a man 
later identified as Cydrell Bragg, 28, lying in the 
1600 block of East 53rd Street with a gunshot 
wound to the head, police said. Chicago Police 
Officer Daniel O’Brien said the victim and a 
companion approached a group of people and 
an argument erupted. Police said the man had 
gang affiliations. 


Man charged 
in bank heist 

A 27-year-old man shot by an FBI agent near 
the Chicago Water Tower on Monday has been 
charged with robbing a North Side bank. Steven 
Boyd was shot when he took control of an FBI 
vehicle and tried to run over an agent, officials 
said. Boyd is charged with the holdup of a TCF 
Bank branch on North Sheridan Road near 
Montrose Avenue, the FBI said. 
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Feds: Suspicious packages 
sent to Guard, Reserve 


D WASHINGTON Suspicious packages 
have been sent to National Guard 
and Reserve facilities in 36 states, federal 
authorities said Wednesday 
Initial reports from the Guard that one 
of the packages contained a powdery sub- 
stance turned out to be incorrect, officials 
said. 

The 51 packages included anti-war com- 
pact discs and began arriving at locations 
around the country last Friday, National 
Guard spokesman A 4 ark Allen said, 

A classified meeting about the mailings 


was under way at midday Wednesday at 
the Guard's joint operation center, which 
monitors deployments of teams sent out to 
investigate such incidents. Guard spokes- 
man Randy Noller said. 

Some of the packages were postmarked 
from Tennessee and Oklahoma, Allen said, 
“It doesn't appear that we have a prob- 
lem,” AUen said Wednesday 
The National Guard notified the FBI 
about the suspicious packages. However 
FBI spokesman Rich Kolko said these 
packages appeared to be someone exercis- 


ing their First Amendment rights, which is 
not a crime. He said the FBI is not investi- 
gating these mailings, and they are unrelat- 
ed to the suspicious packages sent to some 
governors' offices and U,S, embassies. 
Fifteen U,S, embassies in Europe 
have received letters containing a suspi- 
cious white substance, and tests have 
shown 14 of them to be harmless. State 
Department spokesman Robert Wood 
said Wednesday, Test results for the sub- 
stance in one of the letters has not yet 
been received, he said.

Tiger Woods says his 
surgicaiiy repaired knee 
feels stronger than ever

THOUSAND OAKS, Calif. Tiger Woods wore 
sneakers instead of spikes. He sat next to a 
bottle of Gatorade Tiger, not the silver U,S, 
Open trophy. One thing that didn’t change 
at his first news conference in 184 days were 
questions about his left knee. 

But after speaking Wednesday at Sherwood 
Country Club, covering everything from his 
rehab to his improbable victory at Torrey Pines, 
the most powerful statement about his health 
and future required no words at all. 

Does he have any doubts he will be better 
than before? 

Woods turned up the bottom of his lip, 
shook his head three times and mumbled, “Uh- 
uh,” as if that had never entered his mind. 

Six months after reconstructive surgery on 
his left knee to repair a ruptured ligament— his 
third surgery in six years —Woods said he was 
right on schedule to return, already hitting 
short irons and excited about playing on a leg 
that has never been more stable, 

‘TVe just been training and trying to get 
healthy enough to compete next year,” Woods 
said, “Everything has been right on schedule, I 
couldn’t have asked for an3^hing more,” 

The uncertainty is when he will return, and 
how his leg will respond when he goes through 
a full practice. 

His plan was to start hitting balls in January,

but he already has been chipping and putting, 
and taking full swings with small clubs, 

“I haven’t hit full shots with my entire bag 
yet,” Woods said, “As far as coming back, I 
don’t know, I don’t know how it’s going to 
respond with repeated practice days and long 
days of practice trying to get back, and ulti- 
mately playing my way into shape. That’s obvi- 
ously going to take a little bit of time,” 

He is thankful to be merely the host this 
week of his Chevron World Challenge, 

The last meaningful shot he took was a tap- 
in for par on the 19 th hole in a Monday playoff 
at the U,S, Open, a victory even Woods finds 
hard to believe. He played that week with the 
torn ligament and a double stress fracture, and 
spoke about a left knee with so much swelling 
at night that he couldn’t see his kneecap, 

‘As I’ve progressed through my shorter 
clubs, hitting fuller shots, you remember what 
it was like when you hit a full shot,” he said, 
‘And for me, the last time I really hit a full shot 
was at the Open, It didn’t feel very good,” 
WTien he had surgery at the end of the 2002 
season to drain fluid and clean out cartilage, he 
said doctors told him he only had about 20 per- 
cent of his anterior cruciate ligament left, 

“The fact I made it this far was amazing 
without rupturing it,” he said. 

He made adjustments to compensate, and 
now is remembering what it was like to have 
two good legs, 

“Right now, it feels great to have that stabil- 
ity in the leg,” he said, “It feels stronger, more 
stable. It’s not sliding all over the place. My 
bones aren’t moving. Things that I was deal-

A duo of new 
’hood hangs vie 
for your business

With a gimmick like free pizza, Wicker Park bar Crocodile 
couldn’t have come at a better time. Even when the econo- 
my’s not in the toilet, who’d say no to something for nothing? 

This brand-new neighborhood bar near the Damen-North- 
Milwaukee intersection actually is a relative of two similar 
spots in Newark City, Crocodile in the East Village and 
Alligator in Williamsburg. Order a drink and you’re entitled to a free margherita 
pizza. Whether your server offers or you have to ask (the latter in our case), the 
fine print’s the same: One per person per day 



When Matt Eisler (Angels & Kings, Empire 
Liquors) and designer friend Kevin Heisner decided 
to renovate West Town dive La Manzanilla, they had 
a vested interest in making it a laid-back local hang- 
out: They both live in the neighborhood. 

In contrast to some of the ’hood’s larger, shinier additions— say. Old 
Oak Tap or that hulking Dominick’s— Bar DeVille feels decidedly 
intimate and old timey striking a comfy chord somewhere in between 
Matchbox and The Violet Hour.

Crowd: A sparse opening weekend crowd 
mirrored Wicker Park’s hipster-yuppie mix. 
Expect fauxhawk-sporting cool kids filling the 
faux croc-upholstered banquettes next 
to young professionals. 

Inside: Oversized leaves painted 
on the walls, exposed brick and 
crocodile art lend an urban 
jungle vibe to the main bar, 
and while there isn’t a fireplace, 
a seat near the roaring pizza 
oven works just as well. Expect the 
late-night crowd to build in early ’09 
when a regular DJ schedule settles into the 
spacious basement lounge. 

Drinks: No cocktails here, folks-they’re 
“croctails.” (Sigh.) Though we appreciate a 
cheekily named drink, we can’t help but feel 
silly ordering the Pebble Worm or Red Rocks 


when they’re essentially just a margarita or 
sangria. We liked the Midnight Rambler, sort of 
an apricot-tinged mint julep, and the reasonable 
drink prices ($5-$8). 

Eats: Now back to that free pizza 
(left). About the size of your hand, 
these mozzarella and basil- 
topped, thin-crust pies made a 
nice enough nosh for one. Though 
it didn’t blow our mind, it was 
free-and sufficient to fill us up a 
bit without shelling out extra dough. 

If you’re still hungry, full-size 11-inch 
versions run an affordable $5-$7. 

Bottom line: Plenty of other nightlife and 
restaurant concepts (Baccala, Thyme Cafe, 
Sinibar) have cycled through this address, so 
we just hope the ’hood stays interested after 
the novelty wears off. 


Crowd: A 30-something crowd of sweater- 
and-jeans couples and pals drink in the glow 
of the neon-lit wood bar, while guy groups 
man the free pool table. Nobody here is so 
image-conscious that they care much about 
having hat hair on an icy weekend night. 

Inside: It’s part masculine den, part 
grandma’s living room, what with the 
deer head mounted on the wall, antique 
armchairs and lace curtains. Prior to 
opening, Eisler told us the bar’s bathrooms 
were nicer than his own at home, and he 
wasn’t exaggerating. With gleaming copper 
tile, arty Rorschach inkblot-like wallpaper 
and a sculptural glass light fixture, the 
back bathrooms could be mistaken for a 
Merchandise Mart showroom display. 

Drinks: Even though it’s been open a few 
weeks, the bar still doesn’t have a printed 


cocktail menu. Normally not a big deal, 
but we were looking forward to seeing 
what mixologist Brad Bolt-who made a 
name for himself at The Violet Hour-had 
dreamt up. Until that menu debuts in early 
January, you’ll have to trust the staff to fix 
you whatever old-fashioned sipper they’re 
featuring at the moment. This past weekend, 
that was a perfectly sour Winter Sidecar ($8), 
made with applejack brandy from Laird’s, 
the oldest family distillery in the country. 
Beer drinkers will find Goose Island’s Matilda 
and Honker’s Ale on tap, plus other standard 
picks such as PBR, Bass and Stella Artois. 

Bottom line: If we lived nearby, we’d be 
here all the time-and from the looks of the 
crowds, the neighbors agree.

Amni, mother of 
Chickpea owner Jerry Suqi 
(the man behind imaginative 
nightspots such as the now- 
closed Narcisse and Sugar), 
isn’t the only one here 
with the gift of gab.

with people who fall all over themselves trying 
to make you feel welcome. It works. Halfway 
through our first visit, we already were prom- 
ising we’d return. By the end of our second, we 
felt like we were practically part of the family 
But we’d be back even if it weren’t for the 
warmth of the people who run the place. The 
food is that good— and that cheap. Start 
^ with a satisfying portion of smooth, spicy

Chicago’s Golden Birthday evolves 
from a solo project to group effort

Like its name suggests, Golden Birthday is 
growing up. 

The band started as the solo work of 
founder Ryan Sullivan. However, the group 
now works as a four-piece. Multi-instru- 
mentalists Adam Griffin and Collin Oram, 
and percussionist Beau Wanzer, all came on 
during the recording of the debut album, 
“Infinite Leagues.” Sullivan said the group’s 
music is stronger now that it’s a collabora- 
tion. 

“I would say it’s better than working by 
myself,” he said. “It makes the songs better, 
more interesting to listen to.” 

Sullivan, 26, has been playing music 
since he was 16 and moved to Chicago 
from Peoria in 2004. He started working on the tracks that would 
become Golden Birthday’s about two years ago. After several false 
starts, Sullivan took an unorthodox step. He recorded the first 
track, “Something Sometime Sunshine,” at his grandparents’ vaca- 
tion place in northern Wisconsin. He had sent his equipment there 



in hopes that the change of scenery would help him get to work. 

Work he did: “Infinite Leagues” was written, performed and 
recorded mostly by Sullivan. The songs are a mix of shoegaze key- 
boards and guitars backed by skittering drumbeats. Sullivan assem- 
bled the album on a four- track recorder, which gives it a low-fidelity 
sound. The lack of sonic depth may not seem to match the carefully 
orchestrated songs, but it gives them a distinctive twist and creates 
a complex mix that’s fun to listen to, if not easy to pin down. 

“It’s a pretty straightforward pop record,” Sullivan said, then 
stopped for a beat. “Well, I guess it’s not straightforward. It’s pretty 
weird. ” kent green is a redeye special contributor.
